The 
perfect placement on a much taller spike, straight as an arrow, together with the added 
silvery sheen will give hybridizers something to shoot at for some time to come. To 
the best of our knowledge the scarcety of stock permitted this to reach only two shows 
the past season, winning Grand Champion for Mr. B. E. Shue of Champaign, IIl., at 
the Marion county show, Indianapolis, and first for Mr. A. J. Amsler at the lowa state 
show, who won three blues with it at Sioux City the previous year. Mr. Amsler and 
Mr. W. L. Laughlin of Jewett, Ohio, (who does not exhibit) both report: “Better than 
ever this year and ‘Hats off to Teton.” Scarcity of stock will not permit a reduction 
in price this season.

The Zimmer seedling that was by far our best lavender the past season and we 
grow most of the new ones. This reaction is responsible for the purchase of one-half 
the stock from Mr. Fred Vornheder of Battle Creek, Mich., and fortunately the stock 
will permit of introduction at a much cheaper price than is usually asked for anything 
approaching this in desirability. It was entered in the undisseminated seedling class 
at the Ohio State show the past season, where it placed first and as we understand was 
in the running for the American Home Achievement medal, losing only by a smail 
margin. We have reliable information that in a display at the Jackson County, Mich., 
show, a vase was placed on each side of a fine vase of Minuet and with the result that 


Withers seemed to get all the attention. Mr. W. W. Gillespie of Algona, Iowa, writes: 
“Had my spikes been open for the show, would certainly have ‘gone to town.’”. A well 
known grower advises that he had one spike opening 14 florets in the house, all in 
good condition. “This has us beat” and would conclude that this bulb must have been 
planted “exactly at the right time of the moon.’ If you like beautiful dark green foliage 
Withers will not be surpassed by any variety grown and will say without hesitation 
that in our honest opinion, we have at last found the real lavender cut flower of the 
future and thanks to Mr. Zimmer, the originator. Priced @ $1.00 each for any size 
bulb—No. 1. to No. 4 inclusive.

From our planting of twelve trial No. 1 and No. 2 bulbs, 
planted June 20, the past season, we derived 104 bulblets, mostly large. Mr. Vorn- 
heder advises that they germinate and grow readily, but further states that these bulbs 
should be planted early and dug late for good bulblet increase. A good guess that 
bulblets will not be offered for sale another year and these bulbs should make a good 
investment. Other good lavenders, but if you want the best, this is your opportunity.
